HOPE FADING AWAY. 


The President Believed to Be at 
Death's Door.

Garfield Seized With a Rigor and 
His Pulse Rises to 137,

His Condition Most Critical and the | 


Greatest Apprehension Ex- 
pressed. 


The Post-Dispatch Specials Proved to 
_ Be True—Offieial Bulletins—The 
Crisis Near at Hand. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
LONG BRANCH, September 17,—The Presi- 
dent’s condition is about the same. The fun- 


damental causes are all unchanged. His 
danger is at great as ever. 
His strength grows less and 


less. Yetthe morning bulletin pointed only to 
the superficial indications, and, ignoring the 
inherent constitutional cause, is not as un- 
favorable as the real situation. Even Dr. 
Bliss has at last been forced to 
confess the lamentable truth. He now 
admits everything he so positively denied 
every day and almost every hourof the last 
week. The following part of an interview is 
an official confession and shows how disgrace 
fully Dr. Bliss has lied in the past: 

‘‘What has caused the increase of blood 
poisoning.’’ 

‘‘The same conditions that caused it be- 
fore. The _ seftic condition occurred in 
bis case, and we called it septicaemia. 
Whether it may now be called pyaemiaor not 
isaquestion of terms, regarding which the 
authorities differ.’’ 

‘*‘Is there well-grounded cause for alarm?’’ 

‘*lsupposethereis justification for anxiety? 
Any considerable “increase of blood poi- 
soning in a man as feeble as he is is alarming. 
Though rather.say that the Presidents #an- 
dition is a source of grave apprehension,”’ 

‘*Suppose the symptoms should increase?’’ 

‘‘Then there would be so much the more 
reason for apprehension. The blood poison- 
ing is evidently more intense than it was three 
days ago.’’ 

‘*Is the President worse than he has been at 
any time since his arrival in Long Branch?’’ 

‘‘Heis in worse hazard now than he has 
been at any time since his removal.’’ 

Dr. Boynton, who, it should be remember- 
ed, is notonly the President’s cousin, but 
an able and accomplished physician, said that 
the President is very much troubled by 
paroxysms of coughing that rack him severe- 


ly and raise the pulse; that they 
would look bad; that there has 
been a general letting down of the 


vital forces; that his pulse shows great weak- 
nessofthe whole system andofthe heartin 
particular, and fthat his mind is not as 
bright as usual. In conclusion Dr. Boynton 
said: ‘‘I realize more andmore every day 
thatthis blood poisoning has got a terrible 
griponhim. From a medical standpoint the 
chances are certainly against him.’’ 

To sum up,the President has been here eleven 
davs without any improvement. He has 
chronic blood poisoning. He has an abscess 
on the lung or rather a 
number of small abscesses or pus pockets. 
Hie has a burning fever, and is often delirious, 
His body iscovered with a number of pus 
boils and bee sores. His face is still very sore 
and suppurating from the parotid gland 
trouble, which left both earand jaw affect- 
ed. He has . three wounds on 
his back. He has a holein his body estimated 
to measure at least sixteen inches. He has 
two rivs shattered, and a bullet, no 
one knows exactly where. His stomach is so 
weak that hecanonly take liquid nourish, 
ment. His bowels are weak from the time 
when he could take nothing by the 
mouth and when life was only saved by in- 
jections or enemas. Nearly every night the 
fever drives the pulse up to 130 beats 
per minute. He has no appetite, 
but takes the food like inedicine, reluctantly. 
He doés not assimilate his food welt. 
It barely maintains life, but does 
not give strength by making pure blood. 
Worse than all, the long suppurating wound 
serves~ -as a generator of pus, 
which, as it cannot discharge, turns into poi- 
son and keeps the blood in its poi- 
soned condition,. The President’s§ suf- 
fering may sast days and it 
may last weeks. No one can venture an 
opinion asto when histerrible suffering will 


end, butitis only aquestion of time. He is 
slowly wasting away. J. P.

The President has just had a rigor or chill, 
lasting nearly halfanhvuur, anddriving up the 
pulse to about 140 beats per 
minute.

Should 
it be followed by another rigor soon 
there could be no doubt aboutit, In that 
case it would only be a question of hours,ora 
very few days at best. Thereis great excite- 
ment and despondency atthe President’s 
cottage.

Defibrinated beef blood is being adminis 
tered tothe President by enemata. Arrange- 


ments are being made to have fresh blood 
brought here daily.

Good results are expected from this 
treatment. 


Abscesses onthe Lungs, 

NEW YORK, September 17.—From the Post’s 
Long Branch special: Dr. Boynton says thére 
has been a slight subsidence of the aggravated 
symptoms of yesterday. He looks toa quiet- 
erday. The President’s mind is rather clear- 
er and brighter. Last night he was flighty 
and the pulse finctuated as usual. There 
was some fever, but not so much as 
on the previousnight. Referring to the 
discharge of clotsof blood from the wound, 
Dr. Boynton said it had no particular signifi- 
cance, except that it shows an unbealty state 
of the wound, and is of the character of 
bad pus. Hespoke of the lung trouble as 
coming from a number of small abscesses 
rather thanone large abscess. They begin 
in inflammation and culminatein suppuration, 


ultimately breaking down the tissues. Some 
of these small abscesses might have begun 
sometime ago, and others may be forming 
now. Inanswertoaninquiry whether there 
was ground for considering the change to-day 
a positive improvement, he said it was 
too early to give an opinion - on 
that. There had ‘been for a moment 
aslight apparent amelioration of the symp- 
toms. Nothing could be decided upon such 
a temporary incident in acase of this sort. 
ATTORNEY-GENERAL MACVEAGH 

says there isa slight check in the bad symp- 
tomes, and that is all that can be said from the 
tone of the physicians. Being asked whether 
uny s7dden change was to be expected in the 
next forty-eight hours,he said he looked fora 
stationary condition and possibly for a slight 
improvement in that time.

Ile refers to wuiteau asa miserable wretch, 
who deserves no consideration such as a man 
is entitled to. Mason’s address 
was written in reply to some 
nev spaper article saying he would have been 
guilty of murder had he kilied,Guiteau. Ma- 


son denies this. wounl 
not have been murder for him 
to have killed a cowardly 


assassin who had shot down the President. 
Mason further says that he does not think sol- 
diers should be required to guard a dog like 
Guiteau. That while he and other soldiers 
were outside exposedto rain and bad weather 


Guiteau, an assassin, was well housed 
ard well fed. That jail guards 
are sheltered from the weather 


and receive $1 per month for their service, 
while he and other soldier guards get only $13 
per month. He refers articularly to 
his poor wife and children, and says 
he does not want to bear the brand of a 
would-be murderer for their sakes. Mason 
maintains that he did right and 
says his only regret is that he made 
a poor shot,that he did not kill Guiteau. This 
address is not yn the least af awhiningor 
sentimental order. Mason evidently expects 
to be punished, and seems prepared to stand 
his punishment, but he holds in effect that 
Guiteau deserves summary punishment, and 
that he was justifiable in attempting to kill 
him. 


HOMEOPATHIC FEUD, 


Dr. Valentine Takes up the Scalpel Against 
That ‘Other’ College. 


The war between the factions of the Ho- 
meopathic physicians breaks Out in a new 
place. A few weeks ago challenges to mortal 
combat were being sent around. The colleges 
are about to open. The Health Commissisner 
has set apart hours for lectures by one repre- 
sentative of thisschool of medicine. Butthere 
are two homeopathic colleges. It can hardly 
be expected that the students of both will sit 
together and listen tothese lectures withontthe 
spilling of blood. The college headed by Dr. 
Vaientine, Tenth and Carr, gets the lecturer, 
Dr. Parsons. but, not satisfied with this, 


wants the students and professors of the other 
excluded from anv benefits. The ‘‘other’’ 
is known as the '‘Homeopathic Medical Col- 
lege of Missouri,’’ but Dr. Valentine and 
his associates claim that the name has been 
assumed illegally.

Reviewing the German Guard Corps. 
Berlin Letter to the London Times, 

The march past was executed twice by all 
arms, first by theinfantry in company forma- 
tion and then in dense columns of regiments, 
to the sound of fifeand drum. The general 
physique of the men, about a third of whom 
may have been first-year recruits, was good 
but it was by no meansimposing. There was 
also a certain. degree of looseness in the set- 
ting up of the men which, to the English eye, 
would appear to detract from the ideal char- 
acter ofthe body of troops that form the 
flower of the most efficient army in Europe. 
Then, as to height, it certainly seemed that 
not more than twenty-five per cent of the 
infantry came upto the six-foot standard; 
though it is the commonest thing in the 
world to hearthe Prussian guards written 
and talked of as being formidably superior 
to all other troops, by reason not only of their 
discipline, butalso of their physique. With 
a copious admixture of reserves and Land- 
wehr men on a war footing they might pos- 
sibly be so, but as they appeared to-day to 
the eye of the i oe observer the best of 
them assuredly did not look at all equal to 
the household troops of England. Nothing, 
however, but praise can be said of their efti- 
ciency in drill, as manifested, at least, by the 
way in which they passed the saluting point 
to-day. The peculiar way they step out on 
parade, lifting the foot from the hip instead 
of frem the knee, and keeping their eyes, not 


to the front, as in England, but fixed on the 
reviewing commander, as it the perception 


of orders were a thing of sight instead of 
hearing, all gives an appearance of machine- 
like pecision and rigidity, which, though 
very artificial, is very effective. 


A Panorama of Waterloo. 
From the New York Herald. 

A verv interesting panorama of the battle 
of Waterloo, which was one of the sensa- 
tions of Brussels last year, has been shown 
at London this vear and has made a hit. An 
ingenious device in the arrangement deserves 
to be mentioned.

A Medieval City on American Soil Full 
of Strange Sights. 
Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 
Boston, September 14.—“Home again’’ 
is so trite a saying that .I’ll have 
none of it; yet, nevertheless, here I am, 
ready for a siege—or ratherto lay a siege. 
Time I was home, too—the way things are 
going. Have youread about my ‘‘testcase”’ 
before the Supreme Court of this grand old 
Bay State of ours, and how they have ruled 
me out? Well, if you haven't I’m giad of it, 
for I dqn’t very well like this becoming such 
a public character, and so I’m sure I shan’t 
tell you anything aboutit. Ihave no idea 
of “writing up” myself. But if you have 
read of it, why let’s just shake hands, and 
‘‘hetter luck next time.’”’ Andnow ifI can 
manage to secure acorner of the magic car- 
pet on which to waft myself back to the spot. 
from which I last wrote you—ch, yes, stranze, 
quaint, wonderful oldQuebec! Who that has 
not seen it would believe in the existence 
of sueh an unconventional city in 
the length and breadth of this modern con- 
tinent of ours! To finda Quebec in Europe 
wouldn’t be sucha great surprise, though 
it would certainly be the subject of a vast 
amount of admiration, and the Mecca of 
countless tourists, far more than visit it now. 
Whata strange thing custom is and how 
like a flock of sheep are we inhabitants of 
the civilized globe! Itis the fashion to go to 
Europe; ergo,to Europe we go, and rush 
about, and gaze and wonder and spend time 
and money like water. Itisn’t specially the 
fashion to go to Quebec, and soit is only by 
accident—just a personal, sudden whi 
that we go at all, and when we get there, we 
wonder what in the world we have been 
about all our lives. There is nota citvin ail 
Europe better worth the seeinpg—unless pos- 
sibly Rome and Venice be excepted—than is 
this ancient-modern, natural-artificial strong- 
hold—this bit out of the seventeenth 
century—which is at our very doors, less 
than twenty-four hours’ travel from the Hu) 


of the Universe itself. ut there— 
Ym afraid this sounds! like ‘‘gzush,’’ 
and you know Jf wnever’ gush; it 


wouldn’t do for one sf my—would-be—pro- 
fession. Soto come down to a prosaic de- 
scription. 

I told you in my last of the good road, and 
the beautiful country, leading from Montreal 
to Quebec. Of Quebec’s hotels I have noth- 
ing praiseworthy to say; in fact, it would be 
hard to say anything very praise-worthy of 
them. If you are in luck when you go to 
Quebec, you will get into one of the private 
boarding-houses, of which there are some 
very desirable ones, both french and English. 
As our temporary domicile in Montreal had 
been French, in Quebec we tried an English 
one, and found it as distinctively, exquisitely 
Englishas the other was French. I could 
easily have believed myself in a London 
house. The furniture, table, manners, cus- 
toms,speech, everything was English,not Am- 
erican. The meals were omthe Engiish plan, 
with lunch at noon and dinner at six, and at 
the former meal they gave us such honey as 
I never before tasted out of Switzerland, 
while the latter meal was topped off with ola 
cheese and butter, in the regular EKaglish 
fashion. Such afunny idea, to eat cheese 
and butter férthe very last thing at dinner. 
l really begin to believe [ feel like dodging 
anything in the way of adescription of (ue- 
bec, for I know I can not make you see _ it by 
any word-painting. The whole city is. built 
on the side of a very steep hill, that is, on the 
inland side of it, for the river side is a sharp 
precipice, an immense granite bluff, partially 
grass-crown, and crowned by the wonderful 
massive granite walls of the citadel. Only 
the very summit of the hill is walled, the 
streets of the business part of the city being 
formerly shut off by the creat 
gates. Now only one gate remains, 
but the vawning apertures in the 
walls show where they once stood. The 
walls, however, are intact, and guns are still 
mounted all along the way, and everything 
vives a strange appearance of readiness for 
— siege which does seem so odd in these 

avs. 

The business part of the city ison the side 
of the hill, butitis still the upper city. The 
lower city consists ofa few narrow streets-— 
but all the streets are narrow inthe extreme 
—running around the base of the hill, those 
on the river side being reclaimed from the 
water. The French population controls the 
lower city, though a very considerable part of 
the inhabitants of the upper city seem alsoto 
be French. You can get anideaof the rela- 
tive position ofthetwo sections of the city 
from the fact that there is actually an eleva- 
tor which runs up and down the perpendicu- 
od cliff, to aid and expedite travel about|the 
city. 

Seen from . below, either from the 
plainlieading tothe country, or from the 
river, the sight is a strange one. From the 
river the whole effect is formidable indeed, 
though wondrously beautiful, for besides 
the wall-crowned precipice, there are all the 
roofs and steeples glittering in the sunshine 
like a fabled city of the Arabian Nights. 
‘*All is not gold that glitters.” In this case 
itis nothing but tin, but itis tin that, for 
some unknown reason, does not corrode, and 
if evera gorgeously beautiful effect was 
cheaply gained it was by tin-roofing Quebec. 
Seen from§ inland, the city looks as if itcon- 
sisted of nothing but.roofs and chimneys, for 
the streets rise one above another, so thata 
very quaint piled-up effect results. 1 never 
saw but one such effect before, and that was 
amost ancient and apparently utterly de- 
serted city somewhere on theroad between 
Rome and Naples, which consisted of a mul- 
titude of very tall stone houses c'ustered 
thickly all overa very high, steep hill. The 
streets must have been mere passage-ways; 
there was apparently not a window sash or 
pane of glass in the solemn and forbiddinz 
place, though those strange black 
apertures may have been caused by casement 
windows.which were all open; but there was 
not one sign of life about the whole place, 
and the cars passed it at full speed, both go- 
ing to and returning from Naples, and I have 
been doubting ever since whether I saw it or 
dreamed it, or whether it is the veritable en- 
chanted city of the fairy story. 

Somehow Quebec reminded me of this 
dream or reality of a year ago’s travel, and 
now I persistently dream, even in trying to 
write of Quebec, and can’t seem to get 
down to facts. Yet there are facts there. 
One fact is the cabmen, and how they will 
cheat you if you aren’t sharper-witted than 
they. Another fact is Mr. Harris, the Quebec 
agent of the justly-celebrated Leve & Alden 
tourist firm, and to whose courtesy and kind- 
ness we owe our happy domiciliation in that 
pleasant English house, as well as our for- 
tunate bargains with the ecab-drivers and 
many other advantages which strangersina 
strange city only know how to appreciate. If 
you go to Quebec just buy seme tickets to 
somewhere of Mr. Harris, and then ask his 
advice about all sorts of matters that bother 
you, and you may be certain that he will find 
you a way out of all your difficulties. 

Quebec has but one newspaper, but this is 
so goodaone that the quality of Quebec 
journalism makes ~ for its lack of quantity. 
The Morning Chronicle isa very enterprising, 
bright and readable sheet, conducted on the 
most modern principles, though in this an- 
cient, far-away place. For 1 can not get it 
outof my mind that Quebec is far away, 
though, of course, I know it is not. 

At all hours the church bells ring and toll.

Ladies’ Dress Cheaper. 
From the Chicago Tribune. 

It’s not going to be very expensive to dress 
weil this winter. Ladies can no longer put 
twenty-five or thirty vards of silk into dress- 
es; they are to be made very plain, mostly 
embroidered with chenille or beads, and 
must clear the ground ten or twelve inches, 
according to the foot of the wearer. At pres- 
ent the great fad of the females is for lovely 
stockings and nobby shoes. Black silk hose 
are the favorites, into which are let rows 
of Chantilly or Maltese lace. At Long Branch 
ladies do it themselves, buv black silk stock- 
ings and insert strips of handsome lace over 
the instep. In New York a delightful em- 
ployment and beautiful article of dress is 
xecomplished by Knitting what are termed 
railroad stockings. The most stupid person 
can Knit round and round, and that is all 
that is required. For the pleasure of my 


Chicago sisters I append the recipe: 
There is a silk knitting thread sold 
here at twenty-nine cents a ball, 


four of which make a big pair of stockings; 
but I find the varn too soft, and prefer a 
tightly twisted, finer thread, which I pur- 
chase of a fringe-maker in large skeins, 
weighing five ounces. Cast on twenty-eight 
stitches on the needles and knit away till you 
have a slender _ (entirely unsuggestive of 
a stocking) and about one-half a vard long— 
not that, if the stocking is not desired an ex- 
tra length. Then knitround once, dropping 
every fourth stitch; these dropped stitches 
willruntothetop ofthe stocking, striping 
it in lovely open work,and making it instan- 
taneously one-third longer, and wide enough 
for the largest sort of leg. 

After this, the stocking being as many 
stitches smaller as you have dropped, you 
knit about three inches at that size, and then 
off. ‘*What!no heel?’ I hear the uninitiated 
exclaim. Noheel. ‘It’s a poor foot that 
won’t shape its own stocking,” the old lady 
said when she Knit them this way; but the 
extreme elasticity of the railroad hose makes 
a hee] unnecessary.

During his occupation of the official resi- 
dence in Downing street, Mr. Gladstone is 
having his private mansion, 73 Harley street, 
‘‘fixed up’? most gorgeously.

A marked feature of the show is the compar- 
ative cheapneas of the articles offered, while 
the element of beauty is assiduously studied 
allthe same.

Burnside at Fredericksburg. 
rom the Philadelphia Times, 


Though farfrom his purpose, Burnside’a 
obstinacy at Sharpsburg changed the destiny 
of the creator of the Union armies, the man 
to whom impartial history will accredit a 
praise that those who least deserve it now 
wear. A raw, cold night in November, three 
months later, Burnside was in McClellan’s 
tent, near Warrenton. Gen. Buckingham, 
an oflicerof the War Department, was an- 
nounced. He handed Gen. McClellan a sealed 


letter. Opening it the General read its con- 
tents. Then turning to Burnside, he said in 


his ordinary tone: ** Burnside, you command 
the army.’? The latter blushed and stam- 
mered his surprise, then roundly:declared 
that he would never consent, that he was not 
equaltoit. Buckingham accompanied him 
to his quarters and pleaded with 
him to accept. He showed him that his re- 
fusal could not alter the case with 
McClellan, for the insane hatred of 
Stanton could be satistied with nothing less 
than McClellan’s disgrace. He even showed 
that Stanton counted on McClellan or his 
friends refusing to abide by the command 
thus insultingly conveyed and that he 
(Buckingbam) had secret authority to ar- 
rest him. Burnside in an evil moment con- 
sented. He soon repented his weakness,put, 
alas, thousands of innocent victims in North- 
ern homes and the fifteen thousand dead and 
maimed onthe frozen banks of the Rappa- 
hannock were not comforted by the General’s 
tardy recognition of his own incompetency. 
General McClellan had matured a plan for 
turning Lee’s right flank and keeping the 
Army ofthe Potomac between the rebels and 
the capital, but so hateful was McClellan to 
Stanton that Burnside was ordered to dis- 
miss the project and submita newone. He 
selected the famous and disastrous heights of 
Saint Marye. It must be said in justice to 
him, however, that when he fixed upon 
this point Lee’s army lay in echelon 
far to the north and west and thatif the au- 
thorities in Washington had been attending 
to their business and sent the pontoons as 
the General ordered, the Union army would 
have been entrenched on the heights of 
Fredericksburg long before Lee could have 
reached them. But, occupied in blackening 
McClellan’s reputation, the War Office paid 
no heed to the unfortunate commander, and 
the forever memorable slaughter was order- 
ed, and that, too, in cold blood. Meade 
protested, Sumner protested, Sedgwick pro- 
tested, but Burnside refused to be moved. 
He repeatedthe command inflexibly. The 
heights of Saint Marye must be carried; they 
can be carried; they shall be curried. Three 
or four times the soldiers of Franklin, Hook- 
er and Hancock stood within bayonet dis- 
tance of the burning crest, in the very 
vortex of fire, but it would have required 
giants, not men, to scale the sharp glacis 
that protected the thick line of rebels within. 
It was only onthe remonstrance of his bray- 
est generals that Burnside finally, with angry 
reluctance, gave the order to desist. More 
than 15,000 men paid the penalty ofthe War 
Department’s imperious desire that ‘'Mc- 
Clellan’s plans” should not be jollowed. The 
army remained two days on the south bank 
of the river, Lee hoping for another attack, 
but strangely enough making no effort to 
molest his sadly crippled assailants.

THE BATTLE OF THE BOOKS.

The School Board to Ba Again Torn 
Open With Charges of Bribery. 


Principal Caldwell Takes an In- 
nings and Does Some 
Hard Batting.

The Inside History of the Recent 
Trouble in the Board. 


For nearly two years past there has been 
constant trouble in the St. Louis School Board. 
Bickerings and jealousies made the meetings 
partake largely of the character of Donny- 
brook fairs. Butthe gentiemen did not con- 
fine themselves long to mere idle recrimina- 
tion. Astime went on the discussions became 
more acrid, and to-day more than one-third 
of the members of the board are not on speak- 
ing terms with each other, while gentle 
allegations of perjury, corruption, lying, 
lechery, fraud and dishonesty are the best 
things they can find to say of each other. 


When: Prof. Wm. T. Harris, the father of 
the St. Louis publie school system, threw up 
the superintendency cf the schools in disgust, 
people generally wonderea what was the mat- 
ter, and, despite the assurance that he was 
seeking literary leisure for the balance of his 
days, those ontheinside knewthat he had 
been forced out by the sechool-book question. 
The theory thatthe School Board was insti- 
tuted forthe proper control ot and mainten- 
ance of the public schoolsis a popular delu- 


sion. The board has existed for years past 
for the purpose of supplying the 


mowing youth of the city with school books 
ata round profit totbe manufacturer. When 
Mr. Harris left, the two opposing forces, Ap- 
pletons and McGuffey’s Readers, were mar- 
shaled against eachother. Each of them pick- 
ed out a candidgte for Superintendent, and 
McGuffey gave ypleton a very black eve 
indeed when Mr. Long was called tothe 
vacant slippers of Mr. Harris instead of Mr. 
Caldwell, the apostle of Appleton. Although 
Appleton.was scratched, he was not killed by 
auv manner of means, and the election had 
hardly ended when the fight began again. 
The weapons which the rival book publishers 
used against each other were charzes ofjthe 
direst de-cription. The records of both the 
candidates for Superintendent were searched 
as with a fine-tooth comb, and oneof them 
was found to have received his education at 
the unrequited expense of an impoverished 
benetactor, while the other gentleman had 
been raised on less than eighteen separate 
and distinct kinds of Hades in the town of 
Edina, Mo. Themembers of the board not 
being as chaste asice, nor as pure as snow, 
did notentirely escape calumny either. It 
was alleged that one industrious member 
got a peculiarly eoft thing on 
a job of painting, while the medical end of 
the board wererunto death bythe different 
kinds of diseases which the enterprising book 
agents managed to catch. Ofcourse no sane 
man would velieve that all this row and 
bother could be keptup solong witlfout some 
of the sinews of war being stretched in the 
campaign. Accordingly it was no surprise to 
learn that Dr. Holland charged Mr. Caldwell 
with bribery. Theinvestigation mill was not 
put to grinding, because if somebody had been 
wickedly bribing, somebody else had just as 
wickedly been bribed. Themachinery itself 
got out of order, because Appleton and 
McGuffey verv nearly balanced in the board, 
and a bribery investigation once begun would 
probably damage one side just as much asthe 
other, and hencefwhere would be the use of 
it? Atthe last meeting of the board it is whis- 
pered that one gentieman’s coat tails were 
neurly pulled off in the process of holding 
him down trom a general attack on Caldwell, 
because it was understood that Caldwell’s 
friends were just as well prepared with aftida- 
vits asthe McGuffey gang. At the next meet- 
ing the fight must come. Painful asit will be 
to all of those interested in the sacred cause 
of the school book trade, it cannot be longer 
staved off. Mr. Michuel Foerstel, one of the 
members of the Board, a butcher at Union 
Market, has determined toread a communi- 
cation from Mr. Caldwell, demanding an in- 
vestigation or all the charges against him,and 
alsoto throw the following bombshell aftidavit 
into the ranks of the McGuffeyites: 

State of Missouri, City of St. Louis—ss. 

W. R. Wales,being duly sworn, testifies that 
on the evening of July 10, 1831, I was sitting 
near the closed window shutters of a window 
in the parlorof Mr. A. F. Caldwell’s residence 
at 1401 Chestnut, at whichtime I heard a gen- 
tleman, whase name I learned was Thomas 
Farrelly, propose to said Caldwell that if he, 
the said Caldwell, would pay to him, the said 
Farrelly, the sum of $150, he, Farrelly, would 
drop all opposition to said Caldwell on the 
Edina and other questions and secure to the 
said Caldwell the lasting triendship of Schoo! 
Director Peebles. I heard the said Caldwell 
reply, ‘‘No, sir; [spurn such an offer, and 
do not solicit such help.’’

MR. FARRELLY INTERVIEWED. 
Mr. Thomas Farrelly was seen at his office. 


He did not know anything about Wales’ afti. 


davit or about Wales himself, having never 
heard of or seenthe man. When acquainted 
with the contents of the affidavit Mr. Farrelly 
said there was not a grain of truth in the alle- 
gations, and then told his side of the story. 
‘*Mr. Caldwell,’’ he said, ‘‘was here in my 
oftice one day in April, before the election of 
Superintendent, and while sitting on that 
piece of zinc,’’ indicating the portion before 
the fire-place, ‘‘imade me the offer which I 
have already explained in a public statement 
printed in the POST-DISPATCH some weeks 
ago. Heoffered me $150 for mv influence io 
supporting him for the position of Superinten- 
dent before the board. He said nothing about 
obtaining the influence of any particular 
member of the Teachers’ Committee, but I 
understood allhis conversation to indicate 
that he wanted to win over Mr. Peebles. | 
told him at the time that I could not entertain 
his proposition and that it was unworthy of an 
honest man to make sucha proposition, I 
told him that hishouse and lot on the corner 
of Pine and Compton avenue | couldn’t 
induce me to entertain any suchthougnt. I 
heard no more from him until atter the elec- 
tionin May. Then somebody told me Cald- 
well was going around lying about and vili- 
fying me. Iwentto Mr. Peebles’ office one 
day and heard the same story from him. I 
then told Peebles ali that had passed between 


} me and Caldwell, and added that no honest 


man knowing his record could afford to vote 
to sustain Caldwell in his position in 
the Stoddard School. Peebles asked me if I 
could back up my assertions in regard to 
Caldwell, and I answered that I could and 
would. About the 25th of June, or somewhere 
along that time, Peebles called at my Office 
and asked me if he might use my name in con- 
nection withthe statementI had given him. 
I told Peeblesthat when my name was to be 
used I wanted to use it myself. He then 
arranged to bring myself and Caldwell to-

*‘*He had been talking a eat deal about 
me,’’ Mr. Farrelly continued, ‘‘bothering my 
frieuds and myself with his solicitations for 
help, and I went to notify him that I had 
made my statement regarding our transac. 
tions andcould have nothing more to do with 
him. Icalled at Mr. Caldwell’s house that 
evening—I think it was the 7th or 8th of July— 
certainly not after that. _1 met Caldwell at 
the door and we had our conver- 
sation On the pavement. I told him 
he had been ery! about me, and I wanted 
it stopped. I mer was responsible, finan- 
Cially and personally, for the statement! had 
made to Peebles, and he could take it any way

‘*You cean see that all these circumstances 
of my story are properly linked. I had done 
with Mr. Caldwell long before the 10th of 
July. My statements against him were 
made in June, and itis notat alljikely thati 
would make such an offeras he saysI have 
made at such a late date asthe 10th of July 
and in the face of such circumstances as those 
I have detailed. If you care to come with me 
to Mr. Peebles’ office I will show yeu corre- 
spondenee of his which will corroporate every- 
t ing I say.’’ 

‘*You don’t thinkthis man Wales is telling 
the truth’’’ the reporter asked. 

‘‘No. If Caldwell is getting up any such af-

A Point toSbe Brought Out in Some Impor- 
tant Criminai Suits. 

The case of Patrick Goff was docketed in the 
Court ot Criminal Correction for argument on 
a law point. .Afew days ago Assistant Circuit 
Attorney Noecnan, while iilling the Prosecut- 
ing Attorney’s chair, during Mr. Hogan’s 
absence, tried a charge of embezzling M 
against GoH. Whenthe State concluded its 
case the attorney for the defence seid that 
the statutes provided for two kinds of em- 
bezziement—embezziement by a boy unter 
16 years is no offence under the law. For 
any one Over sixteen years it is a feleny to 
embezzie over $30 and a misdemeanor fer un 
dertbatamonnt. Inthe case in question the 
State did not bring out the age of the detend- 
ant, and on this ground a dismissal was asked 
tor. Judge Cady thought the question of suf- 
ficient noment to set it forthe law docket for 
to-day, but when the cuse was called he said 
the defendant had been sufficiently punished 
tor the offense by confinement in jail, and he 
was accordingly discharged. This is the 
point brought up in the Gordon murder case, 
when the jury thought they were sending 
James Gordon to the penitentiary for ten 
yeurs, but were shown by Mr. J.J. MebBride, 
the boy’s attorney, that that sentence meant 
one yeur in jail under the law of minors com 
mitting felonies. According to a decision of 
the Supreme Court, when aminoris on trial 
for afelony the question of age can not be 
brought out exceptby the Judge. This point 
will be studied up for the Patsy Early murder 
case,
